From Kamloopa to Rock Creek and 
Similkameeii. 



Mr. Harrison, uii nccouut of whoso cxplor- 
Btiou ol llie north branch of Thompson liiver 
wo published a few tluys ago, haa furnished us 
with aomu interesting details of a prospecting 
tour IVoiii Kamlot)j)3 to Luke Okaungan, Rock 
Creek and Sirailkaniecn. Mr. Harrison, with 
hU two partners, and four others who joined 
them, started from Fort Kamloops about the 
latter part of August, having two bor.'^es for 
packing. Crossing thesoqth branch of Thouip- 
80D, thoy followed n'p'reUy "good -.iroil .east- 
ward, through a rolling "country having fer- 
tile valleys, interspersed at intervals with al- 
kali lakes, till thoy came to Grand Prairie, It 
is described as a level fanning country, covered 
Avitl) grass, with but lew trees, ani?. seemed well 
adapted to stock raising. Leaving Grand 
Prairie, they crossed Salmon lliver, and found 
the country becoming ciuite rocky and moun- 
tainous, with very little grass. Taking the 
trail on the east side of Lake Okiuiagan they 
pa.ssed down that lake; till they came to tlic 
Mission, but found no land Bt, in their opinion, 
for cultivation till within aboul three miles of 
the latter place. The Mission is situated on a 
creek^ofithoi ji)arac,pwjol,I stocked with li.ili, 
ai)d . in the midst c f a fine tract of prairie, 
rongbiy^eqtiiu^ted by our inforiiiiaDt at about 
four miles broad by eight or ten long. Mr. 
Harrison was informed by the Catholic priest, 
a very intelligent Freiichnian, who gave the 
party every information, lliat all the land 
claims had been taken up except three. The 
inhabitants were principally French and half- 
breeds, and seemed to be in a very prosperous 
cunilitioii. (J'lito a huge (jiiantity of grain 
was crown by them this yiar, besides Indian 
com, potatoe-i, &e. Tlie locality seemed to 
Mr. Harrison to bo the best farming country 
he had seen in IJritish Columbia. Two of the 
farmers >v^rc jn California purchasing a water 
mill, to bo^'drected thfe coming winter. At 
))resent the inhabitants have only a liaiid-inill. 
The party got fresh supplies at this place. 
Flour was selling at $2;) \m- lot) Ihs ; su^'ar, 
50 cents ; bacon, (i^j.j ; ycasl powders, 75 ; 
suit, 25 cents per lb ; uo beans for sale. Tlio 
party then prospected up the creek 12 miles, 
and (ound it average about .$2 per day. No- 
body was working on the creek, having all 
left for Cariboo, ilcicrliiig sluice bo.tes, cra- 
dles, etc. 

fjeiiving Mission Creek the jiarty proceeded 
down the cast side of Ukanagan, through a 
very rugged country to the fork of the Siniil- 
kameen, to Smith's ferry. In the iieighbur- 
Lood of this place is some good land, Smith, (a 
well known Fraser river expressman,) and liis 
partner had raised a (|iiantiiy of waterniellons, 
puinkius, potatoes, ami olher vegetables. Ano- 
ther man had a large stock of cattle grazing, 
vrhich he kept for sale. At that time he was 
spljiog bee/ at li}4 per lb. Smith's ferry is 
tuo great crossing pincc from Oregon to British 
Columbia. From there the party took the 
trail for Uock Creelc, 2,') miles dislant, up a 
grailual ascent for a distance of 12j^ miles, 
then down a descent of equal length, on a good 
trail. -'Vt Uock Creek they found a large 
town of deserted buildings, many of them of n 
good substantial character. The Indians how- 
ever had played havoc amongst them, by 
knocking ofl the lock's, hiiii^es cte. and break- 
ing the windows. Not a soul ^vas living in 
the town. Above the town— one mile up — 
were seven Chiiiaiiicn, and|thrcc white men, 
'J'lie Chinamen had a claim in the bed of the 
creek, in wliicii llicy said they were doiugwell. 
Mr. Harrison estimates ihey wore making from 
$j to irti per day, 'l lie white men were lay- 
ing in a stijck of proviaitiiis, and iiiteniled tun- 
nelling during the winter. 'IMicrc was every 
appearuDCC of good hill diggings. 11c found 
everything necessary fur mining, good houses, 
sluice bonces, tools, and nobody to claim them. 
Tlicy thcu set to work al an old claim, elec- 
ted a dam, and prepared sluice boxes, and 
worked for a day and a half without any 
Butisfuolory resulis, wlioii tiio cold weather 
scltiiig in and provision.s gelling scatce, lour 
of the parly duierminoil to return to Hope, 
leaving Ihreo there undecided as to whether 
lliey would get a supply of provisions fron> 
Colvillu — 75 milo.s dislimt — and winter on 
the creek, or not. Flour was SlO per lOD 
lbs, and was aboul the ouly article of "grub" 
on the creek, there being no bacon or beans, 
Ilurrisun and two others left Jlock Creek 
about the 2d October. Tho weather was 
(juitcv cold ; one night it froze threo-quariers 
of an inch thick ; and snow full every day. 
Returning to Smith's Ferry, which is about 
three miles south of the boundary, and then 
by the Boundary Custom House thoy look 
the Slniilkameen route, which llioy found 
to bo a very good trail. At one branch of 
the Similkanieoii, about 3 miles above 
Princeton, they found two white men and a 
iiuuibor of Chinamen at work on the bunks, 
wheie there .were, Uiggjugs yie|dini; ooatsa 
goIU .' -Th'ey 'ii eemg(l WmfeDeen'flM^^ 



but were a'lout leivinjj on account of the 
coKl weather. At I'iinc.!loii, a jilace of about 
a do/.on lini 8 s, and nearly all dosiuted, 
Hour was S8 50 per 100 lbs. ; bacon, .'n.lets. 
per lb.; sugar, 25ols. per lb.; bcan.«, 25cts. 
per lb. The Similkauieen had every up- 
pearat ceof n good mining counir}'.' Between 
Princeton and the boundarv lino there is 
quite a largo quantity ol good land — prairie 
covered with tall i^rnas about loiir foet high, 
well suited for slock raising. Parties were 
driving stock there from Hope to graze (Jur- 
ing tho wiiilor, as very litllo snow fell there 
during winter. About twcniy miles Irom 
the Custom llduseitho' Hudson 'Bay 'Company 
have a stock ranch. From Prinuetiin t« the 
summit of (he Cascades (about 2,5 miles) 
there is a OODtinual ascent. Tho new trail 
is in places very imudi mil nl rejiair. On tho 
Huriunit the snow n,, il,.- !i„i! up Ui tho 
knees and had fallen in (uie nighl. Leaving 
the suniinit they reach Hope in two days, 
the last 25 miles bcinj^ the wagon road, a 
portion of which, for about onc-cighlh of a 
mile, is completely Idocketl up by a snow- 
slide or glacier. The reinaiiuler of the road 
is good will) the exception of Nomo of 
the bridgoH being carriedj away. The. trip 
from Ruck Creek wai made in eight days.

From Xorth River come the 
tidings of extensive diggings al three or four 
dollars per day. titill further north are the 
famous Oariboo Creeks. ' 

Tho arrival lust night of a quarter of a 
million of dollars in gold-dust, put.1 to blush 
the croaker.s who have oomo hero and left. 
The testimony of all now returning from 
Cariboo is that there will bo good dig- 
gings thero for the ne.xt ten or twenty 
years; and that it will take live years lo gel 
them fairly opened. I>et us cro.^s still furlhur 
from the north branches of tho Frasor to 
Peace River— and Ihore^ we are msl by a 
nevr Dorado. Peace Bivor is' beyond doubt 
the plaoe to wbioh the oexi rush will 
be made. About fourteen days' packing 
provisions will lodge the minor on its 
bar8, where he can reiidar muddy by his in- 
dustry waters that fall into tho Arctic Ocean. 
Wo really possess extensive gold-fields west 
of the Kocky Mountains. But tho gold- 
fields which exist in the interior of 
British Columbia ato nut all. The Skcena 
is gold-bearing. The i\ass is rich in lino 
and coarse gold ; and the Sliekeen is cerlaiir 
to attract huudreds to its bars next year. 
AVe roally claim to hr.vo a iireater extent of 
gold-bearing country than any country in 
the world. With our small population wo 
are doing wonders in disoover|ng it— in gat- 
ing it out. What we want from abroad are 
capitalists and capital, laborers willing to 
labor — to put up with the "blues" and hard- 
sbips of a rugged country — rugged above the 
average; / Wtf want:;for next' year, mules, 
pack-horses, freight-wagons, stage coaches, 
stearhboats, expressmen, mail-carriers in all 
directions, coasters, seamen, and merchants. 
The more we get of these classes— not for- 
getting the farmer — tho better. Here is the 
field for speculation, enterprise. Wu assert 
it, we know it, are sura of it, have not a 
doubt about it, that our Paoifio Territory is a 
rich one in gold. 



I.sDiA.N Mi.^siox. — (Jwing to the insubordin- 
ation among the Imlians at Fort Hinipsnn, the 
Rev. Mr. Duncan decided, some six months 
ago, to establish a new Mission, whore none 
would be allowed to settle except they would 
consent completely to his' control. So he se- 
lected a beautiful spot about 21|milea below 
Port Simpson ' Where'a smtill river fulls into the 
sea, which, id Cbimscaiii, is' called Mel-la-kakl- 
]a.' A gentleman who has just relu'roed from 
thero states that be hiis never witnessed any 
settlement like it, except at I'ileairn'a Island. 
Mr. Duncan has CDllccled lo:;etlier some -100 
or 500 Indians, male and female, all orderly, 
sober, and well-behaved, lie is building a 
church, to bo used also as a school-house. 
Tho Indians are |!aid eight pence per day in 
goods for working on it, luul to the .M is.sionu- 
ry's honor be it saiil, he is jiaying that out o( 
his small salary ol' £100 a year. A posse of 
police is organized. Tliey are ten in number, 
dressed in a nnifoi-in of red shirts, belt, and 
trowsers, and are drilled to resemble soldiers, 
and sworn to keep the pea.'o. AVhcn those 
poisoncr.s, floa'ing whisky dealers, arrive at 
the Mission, Mr. Duncan sends down the jio- 
liec and orders them oil'. Tlie progress made 
at tho Mission is rennirkahle. Recently Jl. 
!M. .S. Hecate called there in search ol same 
Indian nnirdorers. and an old chief, Alleu-la- 
ca, was taken. The Indians of the Mission 
got up an address, written by one of themselves 
to Cnpt. Richards, and sigiietl with the names 
of forty or fifty, besides the crossci of enough 
to make in all one hundred and twenty, pray- 
ing for the release of tho old eliiof. Their 
prayer was granted. A subscription was made 
on board the llceute for the Mission, and $1^)0 
raised, lo which the sailors generously con- 
tributed. Mr. Duncan really deserves great 
credit for his iclf-sucrilice, alike tho friend of 
morals and religion, and a protector to the 
trader on tho coast.

The steamer Enterprise arrived from Now 

Westminster on Saturday evening at G 
o'ulook, bringing 125 passengers nnd up- 
warils of a quarter of a million — S25t),000— 
in gold dust. Tlio [lassengers aro nearly all 
returning miners, ami appear to bo well 
sa'.islicd with lh;!ir .success, most of thum 
being in e.xuberani spirits. None of Cunning- 
ham's party came down, but some of them 
are e:cpeoted by tbe next steamer. The 
following is u summary of tho latest Cariboo 
news : 

Wii.i.iAMB Cukkk-.— About 200 men aro 
slill oil Williams Cieok, .jO or GO of whom, 
who are tunnelling on the upper creek, will 
probably renniin all winter ; tbe remainder 
will work till prevented by the frost, which 
will set in in about a fortnight. There was 
about one loot of snow on the ground, and 
the weather was very cold. 

Most of the holders ol rich claims are on 
their way down w ith their trciLsuro. Messrs. 
Jordan and DawHon, of tho Abbott Company, 
have come down, having sold out their inte- 
rest ; some of tho partners, however, are still 
working. The (daltn Ini" paid S'Q.'i.OOO to 
830,000 to ihu sh,ii-i i l.uiii liasalso 

paid e.\trenicly well; jirobably (juiio as 
much as Abl)ot'.s. Above the town. Dr. 
Brouse's and ^\ ilson'.s elaiins have also paid 
very rich ; .'■ totl and Ik-iivor tonk out a ;;oiid 
deal ol gul'l, but their expenses wero very 
heavy. .Soniu cnlored men struck rich dig- 
gings above Wil.'dHi'.'i, lala in September; 
our inforiuHut saw one-and-a-half ounces 
washed out of one pan of dirt. Still larther 
up Siniinuris and Mcl'lioisoii have secured 
very rich claims. Tliu hitler bus been pay- 
ing lately at the rate of 100 uniicos per day. 
Tlioro aro alao a number of claims above 
which have produced very good prospects. 
A man named Travis had sliuck il very rich 
about Ihu 2jlii ol Sepleinbor, jiisL at the 
close of the niiiuiig ■ season. Helow the 
canon, on llie Hat, liilly Barker had strnek 
a very ricli claim. After sinking two .shafts 
without iiriding anything, one ol the part- 
ners drifted out I'J'l ounces iu ten hours. 
Barker's strike created quite an escilomont, 
all the land l.ieiiig at once claimed down to 
tho swamp. Owing to llie lateness of the 
season, only a I'ew of these had struck any- 
thing — tho Canadian and Welsh cornpimies, 
however, ami several others had very good 
prospects. Tho digging on this part of the 
creek are from 40 tu 60 feet-deep, arid much 
troubled by water. 

Last Cha.nck Ci:ki;k. — Ilurd k Co.'s Dis- 
covery elaiui Las [irobably paid as well as any 
claim iu Cariboo — the live parla.-rs have 
cleared about .S'JO.OOO each. 'I'lieir elailil paiii 
from fid lo 17;') ouijces per day, and with very 
small expenses. The gold is of very good 
(piality. Three or four other claims were 
paying good wages. 

LiaiiTNiKO, Crkbk.-tOuIv a few claims arc 
workiiig' oil this creek : the Culifornia Co., 
llie Dutch Co., nnd Ihc Cainjibell Co., beiiii,' 
almost the only ones doing anything. A com- 
panj' on tho bank, ojiposile tho Cainpbell 
claim, had sunk a shall, and appeared lo be 
doing well. Most- of llic claims below the 
town had stopned working. Two companies 
had very good prospects, but tliQ lateness of 
the season prevented them from doing any- 
thing. 

About fiO or (10 men arc slill al work on 
A oiler Creek, and a few of ihe claims are 
doing well, llailcy, the sawiniller's claiiii pays 
•10 ounces per day to si.\ hands. A (ew [larties 
had provisions, and intended to winter there. 

On .Vndeison Gulch some Coruisbnicn were 
making very good wages ; a few men bad also 
made wages on Cliisliolm Creek, ' ' 

On Sugar Creek no big strikes had been 
made, tliu distance to the nearest trading post 
— 2") miles — making it very diflicult to obtain 
a supply ol provisions. A few claims were 
paving ten or twelve ♦hilars a day to the

The schooner Rebeo6a7€apt. MoAlmond, 
arrived yeslerday^^'^fh'ing from ihe mouth 
of Sliokeen, wi^h^^'r passengers, returned 
miners, matciDg'-tne 'dovvb trip, touching at 
Fort Simpson and Queen Charlotte's Island, 
in twelve days. 

On the voyago up a very disastrous event 
occuircd. It was 011 iho night of Septornber 
'2()ih, near the head of liontinck Arm, that ! they prospect 
Mr. ^\'iyhanl, Superintendent of the Queen 
Charlotte Copper Mines, and at tho time on 
Ihe way there, was taking a lunar ob.Hervatiuii. 
lie bad taken one, but inadn some error-, 
and was taking another, w hen the main boom 
struck him and knocked him overboard. A 
boat was lowered at once ; but he was not 
saved. It is supposed that he sunk at once 
as be was no swimmer. Capt. MoAlnioiid 
offered S50 reward fur the recovery ol 
body. Mr. VVigham was a native of Krig- 
land ; came hero about ten months ago from 
iMe.\ico, where ho had been engaged in 
siiperirilenilirig silver mines; nnd had just 
been on^agfid by the Queen Charlotte Cop- 
per Cuinpaiiy to manage their inirie. He 
leaves an iriteresling family in this city to 
mourn his lots.
